raided a shabby apartment before 
daybreak today and arrested two 
men wanted for the execution style 
murders of three deputy sheriffs. 


The gunmen were arrested in the 
bathroom of the flat they had 
apparently rented with two female 
companions only hours after the 
murders Monday night. 


No shots were exchanged in the 
raid, although police said one of the 
suspects tried to fire a revolver at 
Detective George Thompson only to 
have his gun misfire. The other 
suspect threw his pistol out of the 
bathroom before officers closed in. 
Police said that gun, cocked and 
loaded, had been taken from one of 
the slain deputies. 


Police said the two gunmen— 
Rene 
Adolfo 
Guzman, 
33, 
and 
Leonardo Ramos Lopez, 25, were 
the ones who killed three helplessly 
tied and pleading deputy sheriffs 
Monday night on a levee of the 
Trinity 
River 
near 
downtown 
Dallaa. Guzman and Lopez were 
jailed without bond.

Directors of Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District, last 
night agreed to undertake a study 
and analysis of Lompoc’s water 
rights in the water shed, and also 
approved meeting with the City 
Council to discuss committments 
for state project water.

In a letter on the subject, 
Scott said there should be an indepth 
study of proposals for the use of 
Lompoc Reservoir as a holding 
facility for storage of state water. 
He also said there needs to be a 
thorough evaluation of proposals for 
the use of Cachuma Lake for the 
storage of the imported state water. 
Scott told the board last night that 
there were some questions on the 
state water the council needed help 
with in order to meet a deadline for 
an application 
with the County 
Water Agency. 
The agency originally aimed at a 
target date in March, but has now 
announced a new date of April 1 for 
submission of commitments for the 
state water. 
In other action the board heard 
Thomas 
Stetson, 
engineering 
consultant, explain that he was 
making 
some 
progress 
in 
negotiations with the Bureau of 
Reclamation on the water releases 
downstream from Cachuma Dam. 
H o w e v e r , 
S te ts o n 
said 
preliminary studies conducted with 
the aid of a computer led him to 
estimate that the Bureau would 
have to release two to two and-a- 
half times the amount of water at 
Cachuma Dam than indicated in the 
new proposals. 
The board has taken a consistent 
wait and see attitude toward the 
new Bureau proposals despite some

announcing new criteria for the 
releases. 
The Bureau has proposed that a 
system of fixed releases escalating 
to a peak in the year 2000 replace the 
former Livestream agreement.

Senate makes conflicting Israel may 
consider 
Arab proposal 
demands on President 


WASHINGTON

- P re s­ 
ident Nixon faced conflicting Senate 
demands today—that he set a date 
for withdrawal of all torces from 
Vietnam, and that he suspend such 
withdrawals until the prisoners of 
war are freed. 
Sen. George S McGovern, D-S.D., 
said, “ There’s only one way to get 
American prisoners released and 
that’s 
to 
announce 
a 
defnite 
withdrawal date for all American 
forces...” 
But Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan , 
Republican 
national chairman, 
contended 
Nixon should suspend 
withdrawals of air and support units 
until North Vietnam begins freeing 
American prisoners. 
The POW issue began emerging as 
a central question in the debate over 
Nixon’s Vietnamization program. 
Both backers and supporters of the 
troop withdrawal program acknow­ 
ledged it was a major dilemma for 
the President. 
Nixon, 
at a news conference 
Wednesday, 
pledged 
that 
a 
sufficient 
number 
of 
American 
forces would be kept in Vietnam 
indefinitely to keep up pressure for 
release of the prisoners. He did not 
say 
what 
would 
constitute 
a 
sufficient number. 


Dole, 
who 
often 
reflects 
the 
prevailing 
White 
House 
view, 
contended 
that 
285,000 air 
and 
combat support units should remain 
after the last American ground 
combat troops are withdrawn later 
this year—until the POW issue is 
settled 


He agreed with McGovern and 
other Senate doves that the plight of 
the POWs was a “ real dilemma” for 
the Vietnamization program and 


that it will become tougher and 
tougher for Nixon to make more 
withdrawals. Dole said the wives ot 


the POWs and men missing in action 
were demanding that withdrawals 
be suspended and he agreed with 
them—except that he saw no harm 
in pulling out the 50,000 ground 
combat troops that will be left after 


the current withdrawal phase is 
completed 
May 
1. 
He said 
he 
thought Nixon's timetable called for 
withdrawal of all remaining ground 
troops by the end of 1971. 


McGovern contended the Nixon 
poiicy was responsible for keeping 
Americans in prison “ and they have 
to bear the responsibility for that.”

A relief 
column was battling along heavily 
mined Highway 9 in an attempt to 
save the base. 
Vientiane 
dispatches 
said 
the 
North Vietnamese had driven off 
Laotian forces 35 miles west of 
Sepone in another phase of their 
winter offensive apparently aimed 
at blocking the South Vietnamese 
drive on that major resupply center. 
Sepone is a main South Vietnamese 
objective. 
U.S. helicopter losses soared and 
the U.S. Command reported two 
huge $2 million CH53 Sea Stallions 
lost in what a spokesman called the 
heaviest weekly toll in more than 
seven 
months. 
Front dispatches 
indicated as many as eight or nine 
helicopters were lost or heavily 
damaged Thursday and today. The 
12 day toll neared the 40 mark. 
U PI correspondent Kim Willenson 
reported from Vientiane that the 
Communists not only were attacking 
toward Sepone in southern Laos but 
had increased the tempo of their 
offensive in the north and shelled the 
big military headquarters of Long 
Cheng in daylight for the first time. 
The Communists also increased 
their pressure on the royal capital of 
Luang Prabang and for the first 
time Laotian generals expressed 
fear the North Vietnamese would 
try to capture it. The road between 
Vientiane and Luang Prabang was 
declared unsafe. 
With the Communists increasing 
their attacks in both Laos and

“ under stress and fatigue.” 
It was closing time, and the judge 
immediately recessed for the day. 
It was not made plain in today s

question were, but La Verne at one 
point 
had 
said 
he 
could 
not 
remember much of what the stocky 
little defendant had told him earlier 
this week about the 1968 My Lai 
search and destroy sweep in which 
Calley

civilians. 
Before the jury was brought in 
today, Kennedy remarked to both 
sides and the spectators: 
“ Following yesterday’s session, it 
was apparent to me that Dr. La 
Verne was saved by the bell, so to 
speak, it being 4:30 p.m.

This has 
enabled me to decide what he is 
made of.

That is the date Calley, 27, led his 
infantry platoon on a sweep of the 
Vietnamese hamlet as part of a

At Frankfort, Ky., the state 
capital, m aybe 30 miles from 
R upp’s home base of Lexing­ 
ton, in the heart cf the Blue- 
grass Country. But it is not 
enough to place Kentucky 
State geographically. Nor is

basketball’s 
h i e r a r c h y : 
cham pions of the National 
Association of Intercollegiate 
Athletics, a college - division 
organization which has pro­ 
duced such household sports 
nam es as Willis Reed and 
Buck Buchanan.

Efficiency later 


Everyone, including editorial writers, yapped so long 
and so well about the perennial deficits of the U.S. Post 
Office Department that the government finally did 
something about it. 
The politically independent, corporation-type U.S. 
Postal Service officially takes over delivery of the mail 
in a few months. 
Already it has recommended to the Postal Rate 
Commission, another new body, that rates for first-class 
mail be raised from six to eight cents, air mail from 10 to 
11 cents and post cards from five to seven cents. Postage 
for newspapers and magazines would also go up, and 
bulk mail (or “ junk mail,” if you will) would be socked 
for substantial amounts. 
Only parcel post rates would not be changed — not 
right now — since these were raised last November.

Even if the commission were to deny the requests, 
which it won't, the Postal Service has the authority to 
boost rates up to one-third over present levels. 
What gives pause is the fact that the new rates will not 
do anythiing to improve efficiency. They are catch-up 
increases, designed to put the system on a self- 
supporting basis. Investments in new equipment and 
processing methods will come later. 
It is a good question whether the public, especially that 
part of it to whom pennies are very important, will be 
better off now that it will have to pay for postal service 
directly out of its pocket rather than indirectly through 
subsidies from general tax revenues. 
Businesses which use the mails heavily will, of course, 
pass on the added costs to their customers. 
But we asked for reform, and we re going to get it.

Many people believe 
youth is taking over. 
Well not so by sheer force 
numbers, according to statistics. 
True enough, the 
latest census found 
that the median age 
of Americans had 
dropped from 29 6 in 
1960 to 27.6 in 1970, 
largely as a result 
of 
the continuing 
effects of the post- 
World War II baby 
boom. 
Incidentally, 
a 
median 
is 
a 
statistical dividing 
line. Exactly half of 
the 
population 
is 
older 
than 
27 6 
years and half the 
population 
is 
younger. 
There 
have 
been 
throughout the country’s history 
but 
generally 
the 
trend 
has 
definitely been toward a higher and 
higher median age. 
In 1820, for example, when the 
birth rate was far higher and life 
expectancy was far lower than it is 
today, the median age was 16.7 
years. 
In 1870 the median was up to 20.1, 
and in 1920 it was 25.3. 
As the baby boom passes, the 
median again will start upward, 
reaching an estimated 30 years by 
the 1980s A sharp decrease in the 
birth 
rate, 
coupled 
with 
breakthroughs 
in 
extending 
life 
span, could boost it even higher.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It has never been announced, but 
for the past several months small 
teams of South Vietnamese have 
been operating in southern Laos. 
These “ black pajama’’ units are, 
in the main, former Special Forces 
officers and 
men, 
minus their 
American advisers. 
These covert units, during this 
period, have ranged over selected 
areas, gathering intelligence on the 
location of North Vietnamese supply 
dumps and way stations, monitoring 
truck 
schedules 
and 
noting 
camouflage precautions along the 
Ho Chi Minh trails. 
Their objective—to 
pinpoint 
targets 
precisely 
so 
that 
crack 
South 
Vietnamese 
units 
which 
recently 
moved 
into 
Laos 
could 
move 
in 
fast—and hopefully, 
move out with equal 
speed. 
For time is crucial. 
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7 live in 704. Do you have a new water bed?' 


The hope is to get the main South 
Vietnamese forces in and out of 
Laos within a very short period, if it 
can be managed. 
To be blunt, this Laos operation is 
a very risky piece of business 
militarily. The Vietnamese realize 
this. So do the American tacticians. 
For logically Hanoi should now 
make some violent response. 


This is essential if North Vietnam 
is to maintain the morale of its 
forces, insure its supply lines and 
convince any sizable numbers of 
men and women in South Vietnam 
that the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong are a force to be reckoned 
with. Otherwise, Hanoi can have no 
hope of victory in the foreseeable 
future. 
If the word gets out that Hanoi is a 
paper tiger, then Hanoi is through 
for now 


There 
is 
considerable 
worry, 
therefore, that while some of South 
Vietnam's major elite units are in 
Laos and Cambodia, the North 
Vietnamese-Viet Cong forces will 
mount an offensive or “ uprising’' at 
some well-known city in South 
Vietnam. 


At one stroke, psychologically, 
this could raise again the status of 
the VC-North Vietnamese in the 
south and in the United States. 
It 
is 
to 
guard 
against 
this 
possibility that American units have 
been stationed at points where there 
is the greatest likelihood of North 
yietnamese-VC attacks < 1 Corps in 
South Vietnam where enemy forces 
outnumber Allied troops.) 


The other major worry is that the 
North Vietnamese will ambush or 
surround and decisively defeat a 
major 
element 
of 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
troops operating 
in 
Laos and Cambodia. 
Psychologically, this would take 
the bloom off the sweeps. 


In 
Laos, 
the 
enemy 
has 
superiority in numbers, is close to 
home bases and reinforcements. 
The terrain is ideal for ambushes, 
heavily jungled, mountainous and 
extremely difficult to monitor from 
the air. 


It is known the Communists have 
been setting traps in the area. They 
have been busy these past several 
weeks building strong points and 
shifting troops toward Highway 9, 
main point of entry of the South 
Vietnamese. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Impossible task 


NEW YORK — If you can believe 
that the mayor of New York has a 
political future you can believe that 
the Washington Senators will take 
the next world series. This man, 
John 
Lindsay, 
every 
television 
producer’s dream, is fighting a 
thousand dragons to keep the city 
alive. 
High on the list is 
the 
menace 
of 
drugs. 
The 
scare 
picture is easy to 
paint in the darkest, 
grimmest colors — 
perhaps as many as 
150,000 
heroin 
addicts caught up in 
a cycle of crime to 
pay 
for 
their 
addiction; up to 50 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
city’s prison-popu- 
lation 
addicts 
almost certain to go 
back on the stuff 
when they get out; 
11- and 12-year-olds 
in the ghetto hooked 
by the pushers. 
Because the picture is so somber 
the city's determined drive against 
heroin addiction, and the related 
cycle of crime, is lost sight of. More 
than probably any public official ir 
the country, Mayor Lindsay is an 
activist in the fight against the 
frightening spread of the heroin 
menace. In a variety of ways — an 
expanding police effort against the 
big wholesalers, adding new cure 
centers, scientific research — the 
city together with the state and a 
number of private agencies is doing 
more 
than 
any 
instrument 
of 
government, 
not 
excluding 
the 
federal government. 
Lindsay talks about this with a 
quiet earnestness that belies his 
reputation as a slip New Yorker He 
has no illusions about how difficult 
and often self-defeating the struggle 
is, even as it is expanded into new 
areas. 
A persistent search is on for what 
Lindsay calls ‘ antagonists,’’ drugs 
that 
will 
combat 
heroin or 
conceivably act as a preventative in 
the early stages of addiction One 
such drug increasingly resorted to is 
methadone. A lot of controversy has 
centered 
around 
methadone, 
a 
synthetic drug, if only because it is 
also addictive. 
But the 
mayor 
believes its 
advantages 
outweigh 
this 
fact. 
Methadone does not escalate — that 
is to say the addict in order to 
satisfy his craving is not forced to 
take 
ever-larger 
doses. 
A 
methadone fix costs seven or eight 
cents as compared with $10 or $12 
for a heroin fix. And your confirmed 
heroin addict may require as many 
as three fixes a day to keep going. 
Through the Narcotics Control 
Council, 
of 
which 
Lindsay 
is 
chairman, a plan is being worked 
out 
to 
provide 
methadone 
maintenance in the public sector. 
Doctors under contract with the city 
would operate through methadone 
clinics or the city’s hospitals. The 
goal is to transfer as large a 
proportion of addicts as possible 
from 
heroin 
to 
the 
more 
manageable drug. 


The direct police cost to the city in 
the heroin-control effort is $10 
million. 
This is more, the mayor 
says with considerable bitterness, 
than the entire amount the federal 
government is spending on drug 
control in the area. 
And that is 
significant, since New 
York 
is 
perhaps the chief port of entry for 
heroin as refined in Marseilles from 
the opium from Turkey. Since the 
profit 
is 
5,000 
per 
cent 
from 
Marseilles to the wholesalers in 
New York, the hold of organized 
crime on the traffic is obviously 
great. 
Along with other big-city mayors 
Lindsay is increasingly bitter over 
the 
way 
the 
Nixon 
budget 
shortchanges the cities, with the 
rhetoric 
of 
revenue 
sharing 
concealing the point of no return in 


metropolitan taxation as costs go up 
all along the line. 
The biggest 
burden is the $600 million of the total 
welfare bill that the city must pay 
under the federal-state system. 
Under the present law this bill must 
be paid ahead of police and all other 
costs. 
Until the recession set in, the rate 
of increase of individuals going on 
the relief rolls had begun to slow 
While the rate is climbing again, it 
is still not as rapid as in the suburbs. 
The Nixon prescriptions have little 
meaning for the big cities. Lindsay 
estimates that if Congress were to 
adopt 
the 
family 
assistance 
program, setting an income floor at 


between $1,600 and $2,400, it would 
mean a reduction in New York’s 
relief burden of only $50 million. 
Family assistance is tailored for the 
south and will mean little for the 
northern or even the midwestern 
states. 
That is one reason Lindsay is 
planning a suit in the federal courts 
challenging the present 
federal- 
state 
welfare 
system, 
which 
compels the city to pay one-third of 
the relief bill. He concedes that a 
challenge to the constitutionality of 
the system has little chance of 
success. 
But in fighting off the 
dragons of bankruptcy and collap.se 
he is using any and all weapons.

When the earthquake struck the 
Los Angeles area about two weeks 
ago and disrupted telephone service 
both in and out of the city. W.H. 
(Win) Edwards of 660 University 
Drive. Lompoc, wasted little time in 
trying to alert Lompoc citizens that 
he. as a HAM radio operator, would 
be able to provide emergency radio 
service in contacting relatives or 
friends in Los Angeles. 
Edwards informed radio station 
KNEZ that he was willing to allow 
them to broadcast his name and 
phone number for this purpose if 
they so desired. Edwards said the 
station did and during the next 
couple of days “ about 
HA.M radio calls were 
people from this area. 
Edwards 
said 
he 
organized a group of HAM’S* to help 
with the project and each handled 
four or five of the calls. He recalls 
one particular instance in which a 
Lompoc woman was able to talk 
directly with her sister in LA and 
learned that all was well. 
Leonard 
J . 
Cassou, who was one 
of the three to help 
Edwards 
on 
the 
project, 
said 
a 
husband in Lompoc 
was trying to learn 
the fate of his wife 
at 
the 
collapsed 
Olive View’ Hospital 
and a son in London 
was trying to find 
out 
about 
his 
mother in the same 
place. 
It turned out they were concerned 
about the same person and Cassou 
was able to ease the mind of both by 
reporting she was sate. 
Cassou 
said 
Edwards, 
who 
belongs 
to 
the 
International 
Handicappers Network because he 
is disabled, has one of the most 
elaborate 
radio 
setups 
in 
Lompoc area. 
the 


Edwards has his operation in his 
bedroom 
and 
consequently 
is 
available almost 24 hours a day to 
help people in an emergency — 
which he does. 
Edwards said just this week he 
picked up a call concerning a man 
suddenly taken serously ill in Peru. 
Edwards was able to contact the 
man’s daughter in San Diego and 
she has arranged for her father to be 
flown to the Scripps Hospital for 
care. 
Concerning 
the 
LA 
disaster 
Edwards said many of the calls 
from here went to HAM operators in 
mobile units and these operators 
went directly to homes to learn of 
the condition of many of the people 
called. 
Cassou said he has a mobil unit in 
his car and it has helped him out of a 
couple of jams 
He said on one occasion he hit a 
deer in the mountains near Lompoc 
and damaged his car. He tried to 
contact friends in Lompoc on his 
radio unit but was unable to do so A 
HAM operator in Eureka picked up 
the call, however, and telephoned 
Cassou s friend in Lompoc to pass 
on the information that Cassou 
needed a tow 
Cassou said on another occasion 
he ran out of gas in *New Mexico, 10 
miles from the nearest town On his 
radio he picked up a friend in 
Lompoc who was about to phone a 
gas station at the nearest New 
Mexico town, but just then a car 
came by and gave Cassou a lift. 


Edwards said the other Lompoc 
men helping during the Los Angeles 
disaster were Howard Ball, whose 
call number is WB6GHG, and Joe 
White whose number is WA6EIR 
Cassou s number is W6EKO and 
Edwards' is WA6KRA
